as the prime reason for retaining our present 
government. It has been said that one of the dangers of a 


manager-selectman form is that town meeting might be 


abandoned or at least a limited form might be introduced. 
This, of course, well before the annual town meeting. 
But when that Session was over, we are inclined to 


believe that the manager-selectman opponents must have 
shuddered just a little bit. For their example of what 
should be retained turned out to be a sample of true 


minority government. Only eight percent of the voters 


turned out — doing all the town’s business for the year. 
The rest of the voters simply ignored their civic res- 
ponsibility — thus giving a clear field to a small minority. 
We can be grateful that the minority behaved a lot better 
than many have in the past in other places. The decisions 
were reasonably good all the way through. But such 
needn't have been the case. 

Thus we should recall, when town meeting is cited as 
the reason for not adopting a manager form of 
that the 


meeting need not be the most democratic system at all.

How Do You Like This? 


How would you like to go to school all summer? 

Colleges everywhere have been using the summer Ses- 
sion idea for a number of years — but how about local, 
public schools? 

We noted with interest the other day that some commu- 
nities have tried to beat the overcrowded school condition 
with a plan for using the schools year-round, Pupils attend 
for nine months, with vacations staggered in such a way 
that the schools will be available for one-quarter more 
students than now is the case. 

Teachers work for either nine or eleven months, based 
on their own choice. 

Some communities actually set this plan up — only to 
have it buried under an avalanche of protests from parents. 
For instance, parents with, say, three children in school 
didn’t like the idea of having Johnny on vacation in 
November, December and January while Julie’s vacation, 
was May, June and July and Paul’s time off was another 
three-month period. 

The U.S. News reported that Fairfield, Conn., decided 
‘t needed room for 3000 more children by 1960. Officials 
figured they could save $286,000 a year by using existing 
schools for the full 12 months — and that figure included 
the cost of air-conditioning the present schools, too. 

Parents killed the plan. 

Why all the interest in a 12-month school plan? 

Way back in our history, not too many children went to 
school and those that did had to be off in the summer to 
work on the farm. Thus school was held from September 
through May. We're still operating on that system though 
there aren’t a handful of youngsters who actually work on 
a farm anymore. Yet we hold school on the agrarian sche-

Drainage at thenew South School 
may be a more serious problem 


than estimated — because a Bos- 
ton newspaper once gave away
